LONDON, Dec. 18.—(BUP) — 
Large formations of Allied bomb- 
ers flew out over the channel to- 
day apparently for new assaults” 
on the Nazi communication lines 
behind the front, including rail- 
way yards at Cologne, Coblentz, 
Maintz and elsewhere in western 
Germany. 

The raids followed a heavy three- 
pronged night assault by more than 
1,300 RAF and and Canadian heavy 
bombers which crashed an esti 
mated 5,750 tons of explosives on 
Duisburg, Munich and UJ)m, all 
high priority transport centres sup- 
plying the German armies on the 
western front. 


500 BIG BOMBERS 

The attack on key points on a 
100-mile stretch from Cologne to 
Mainz, was carried out by 500 four- 
engined U.S. bombers, accompanied 
by more than 600 Mustangs but the 
big formation failed to stir up any 
enemy aerial opposition. 

Despite adverse weather which 
continued over the front, the 
pilots planted their bombs 
through instruments squarely on 
the sprawling railway supply sys- 


tem leading to German fighting 
lines, 
The three formations of Lan-

Prime Minister King passed his 70th 


milestone on Sunday. Like Prime Minister 
Churchill, who reached the mark two weeks 
earlier, he is still going strong and with 
undiminished powers, at an age when most 
men seek retirement. 

To no man in Canada has the war 
brought such a load of responsibility, 
unceasing a grind, or any comparable 
measure of censure and downright abuse. 
The political record does not show that a 
public man in the Dominion was ever be- 
fore subjected to such an unrestrained 
cross-fire of criticism as centred upon Mr, 
King in parliament and out during Nov- 
ember and the early days of the present 
month. He was accused of breaking 
promises, of betraying our men oversea 
and the anti-conscriptionists of Quebec, of 
resorting to trickery in order to hold power. 

If much of the criticism was incoherent 
and mutually destructive, it was none the 
less vicious and added none the less to the 
nerve-strain imposed by the duty of in- 
spiring and directing a war effort on a 
scale no one five years ago thought would 
be possible. 

From this ordeal the veteran leader em- 
erged successful in the things which really 
mattered, The needed reintorcements are 
going forward. And the unity of the coun- 
try was preserved so far as that was pos- 
sible in the circumstances. The perspec- 
tive of history, Mr. King is confident, will 
show that the course he took in this crisis 
was the one best calculated to further his 
life-long object, to maintain the most cor- 
dial relations possible between English and 
French-speaking Canadians. 

His countrymen of all shades of political 
thought will join in hoping that many more 
years of health and usefulness may lie 
ahead of the hardest-worked Prime Min- 
ister wane ida ever had.

The news of the terribly sudden death of Sir 
John Thompson came as a shock and surprise to 
every person in Canada, The occurrence which 
most unexpectedly left vacant the highest office 
in the gift and the highest place in the confidence 
of the people of this country, is that which strikes 
the mind most forcibly. Sir John Thompson's ca- 
reer as premier was short, but there are few who 
say other than that the influence of his private ex- 
ample and public effort was for the general good. 
Sir John Thompson lacked the genius which would 
have enabled him to inflame the minds of men 
against each other so that in the turmoil he might 
keep his place of power, but he paid better atten- 
tion to the actual duties of government on that ac- 
count; and the consequence was that not only did | 
the government perform its duties better than be- 
fore, but the citizens, not being set by the ears and 
spending their time in putting or keeping the other 
fellows out of office, ceasing religiously to believe | 
that the country was actually ruined or on the 
verge of ruin just as their party was out of power 
or might possibly be put out—have been turning 
their attention in more profitable channels, and the 
country has become sounder socially, politically and 
financially during his too short term of office.

Outlining in detail organization 
and objectives of a provincial 
post-war survey planned for Jan- 
uary, 1945, a booklet published 
by the Alberta Post-War Recon-

The survey, to be conducted un- 
der dirsction of Reg. T. Rose, Ed- 
monton Chamber of Commerce, 
will begin Jan. 15. It will be divid- 
ed into three parts, a farm survey, 
a householders’ survey, and another 
of retailers, wholesalers and _ ser- 
vice establishments. 

The farm survey will be conduct- 
ed on 2,000 farms in all parts of the 
province. Farm families selected: 
will be interviewed, and a question- 
naire filled out. 


SURVEY PURPOSE 


Purpose of this survey is three- 
fold: 


1. To discover the changes in 
farm organization — employment, 
equipment, crops and livestock— 


which have occurred in response to 
wartime conditions, and the expect- 
ed changes in production and em- 
ployment after the war. 

2. To record the post-war build. 
ing intentions and preferences of 


farm families, and the manner in 
which expenditures may be fi- 
nanced, 


3. To gather suggestions for fac- 
jlitating the change-over from war- 
time to peacetime organization on 
the farm. 

The householders’ survey is to 
record post-war intentions and 
preferences of urban consumers, 
and the manner in which expen- 
ditures will be financed.
